his descendants there hav e been 16 cases in all. w ith 
sev en deaths diagno sed as pernicio u s anem ia. 
These cases are interesting as sho w ing po ssible 
influ ence o f heredity in the dev elo pm ent o f this 
disease. 
It is the mo dern co nceptio n th a t the dis 
ease itself is no t inherited, bu t th a t there is a fo rm 
o f bo dy stru ctu re and fu nctio n which is inherited 
and which is respo nsible fo r su ch cages.
